Tided in ita choice between Pink Coat and Her- 
nando who ware bald at about the eame flgurea 
in the betting, but the beet the former could do 
waa to run third, while Hernando flniahed 
outeide of the money. To a beautiful 
atart Jiminea darted at once into the 
lead, paeeing the etand for the first time a 
length in front of Vuloain, which waa about the 
aame distance in front of Telamon, with the 
reet of the field well up, Pink Coat being last. 
Juat a a the contestants wheeled around the first 
bend Telamon waa cut down badly and had to 
be pulled up. Bounding into the backstrctch, 
Jiminea increased his lead to three lengths over 
Yulcain, which waa two before George Arnold. 
Here Pink Coat moyed up, and by the time the 
six furlongs had been run was close up to all 
but the leader. Hernando appeared to haye no 
high speed and remained far back in the second 
diyision. Jiminea, still running well within 
himself, held hia advantage easily as he swung 
for the run in, but there was a general closing 
up of those back of him. ^ hen the field had 
straightened away for home George Arnold was 
seen to be in distress, as was also Yulcain, while 
Pink Coat appeared to move up fast and 
Hernando soon followed suit. Passing the 
eighth post Jiminea still clung to hie position 
and appeared to be the probable winner, but 
first Pink Coat closed on him and then Six 
Shooter, the last named coming like a rocket. 
Jiminea withstood Pink Coat’s determined bid 
in the last few strides, but nothing could stop 
the sensational rush of Six Shooter along the 
inaide rail, the last named croesing the line a 
neck in the lead, gradually going away, while 
Jiminea outgamcd Pink Coat by a neck for 
second place. Hernando was an indifferent 
fourth. Jiminea showed more gameness than 
he was thought to possess and ran the best race 
of his career. The winner’s race was also by 
far the best he had ever shown. Yulcain quit 
when the pinch came. George Arnold about 
ran his race. Bcbert Waddell was never a con 
tender and was nowhere near up to a good race 

Corrillo again proved the best in the steeple 
chase this time having things much his own way 
as Lord Farandole, his supposedly only danger 
ous competitor fell at tne eighth jump. He led 
all the way after taking the fourth jump and 
fencing cleanly won easily by one and a half 
lengths from Duty, which beat MacLaren four 
for second place.

Both had to succumb to Maggie Davie however 
in the closing strides, she coming with a rush 
on the inside rail that carried her easily over 
the line first. Mcney Muss and Burnie Bunton

the latter faltered in the last few strides, losing 
second place by a bead.

I A St. Louis scribe has made a discovery which 
he sets forth in the following terms. One of 
the curious coincidences of racing, which has 
often been noticed but never explained, is that 
the successes and defeats of public favorites 
are simultaneons at different racing centers. 
For instance, where short-priced choices are 
beaten on one track, it is almost invariably the 
case that the prohibitive favorites get bumped 
at other tracks throughout the country. Take 
I Friday, for instance. At Kinloch, The Four 
Hundred, at 1 to 5 was beaten ; Euterpe at 1 to 2, 
was beaten at Delmar. If You Dare took Edn- 
cate’s measure at Hawthorne, and Carbuncle 
lost to First Whip at Saratoga. The regularity 
with which such upsets run in parallels goes far 
to disprove the theory always advanced after 
such a happening that the result has been 
achieved by fraud, because it is impossible to 
believe that all the crooks on all the tracks in 
the country have a preconceived plan to cheat 
on the same day. What is true of the defeats of 
the choices is likewise true of their successes. 
Where there is a run of wins for the shortest 
priced horses on one track, it will usually be 
found that the same success attends the favor- 
rites elsewhere. It is worth noticing.”
